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Respons toAmendm nt 

The examiner is in receipt of applicant's response to office action mailed 
12/20/2005, which was received 3/23/2006. Acknowledgement is made to the 
amendment to claims 10 and 1 1 . Applicant's response was carefully considered and 
was found to be convincing, however after further searching a new grounds of rejection 
is provided which was necessitated by amendment. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 10-13,23 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by Levine (US 6,965,875). 

In regards to claim 10, Levine discloses a method of providing information from 
a second computer in a network (abstract), said method comprising: 

receiving a request for information about a product from a first computer on the 
network (FIG 1, item 130 to Item 120), 
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in response to tine request, sending an information code and information relating 
to the first and/or second computer to a third computer on the network (FIG 2), 

the information code being associated with one or more characteristics of the 
product (FIG 3), 

sending from the third computer to the second computer the respective value of 
each characteristic associated with the information code which was determined to be 
authorized (FIG 4). and 

not sending from the third computer to the second computer the respective value 
of each characteristic associated with the information code which was determined not to 
be authorized (FIG 4, col 5, lines 20-40 only information that is associated the particular 
customer is provided and not any information that is related to another customer), and 

sending the respective value of each authorized characteristic from the second 
computer to the first computer (col 5, lines 30-35). 

In regards to claim 11, Levine teaches wherein the value is customized based 
on the information relating to the first and/or second computer, which was sent to the 
third computer (col 6, lines 10-15). 

In regards to claim 12, Levine teaches wherein the value is also customized 
based on information relating to the first computer, which was not sent with the 
information code (col 2, lines 10-18). 
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In regards to claim 13, Levine teaches wherein the information relating to the 
first computer which was not sent with the information code comprises demographic 
information (col 1, lines 15-30, shipping address) 

In regards to claim 23, Levine teaches wherein the request for information 
originates with a user, 

the value is determined by a supplier of the product, and the information sent 
from the second computer is maintained by a vendor (col 5, lines 35-40) 

whereby the vendor buys the product from the supplier and sells the product to 
the user (FIG 1). 

In regards to claim 24, Levine teaches wherein the network is the Internet (col 
1 , lines 50-55). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 25 is r ject d under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as b ing unpatentabi over 

Levine In view of Official Notice. 
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In regards to claim 25, Levine teaches accessing a web page, but does not 
specifically mention that a URL is used to access the web page. The examiner takes 
official notice that using a URL to access a web page was old and well known in the art 
at the time of the invention. It would have been obvious to a person having ordinary skill 
in the art at the time of the invention to include in Levine the use of a URL to access 
products, because this is an efficient established means for accomplishing this task.

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 10-13 and 23-25 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection necessitated by 
amendment.
